The school committee of the 
town cave'its written approval for the 
plaintiffs child attending-the Great Bar- 
rineton high school.

How to Trj on Shoes. 


There are special times and seasons 


for the trying on of now shoes. A larger 
pair of shoes is needed in summer than 
in winter. It is always best to try them 
ou in tho latter part of tho day. The 
feet are then at tho maximum size. -Ac- 
tivity naturally enlarges them or makes 
them swell Much standing tends also 
to enlarge ffie feet. New shoes should 
also bo tried on over moderately thick 
stockings. Then yon can pnt ou a tliiu- 
uer pair to easo your feet if tho shoes 
seem to be tight. It is remarkable what 
a difference the stockings make. If they 
are too large or too .small, they will 
bo nearly as uncomfortable as a pair 
of shoes that are too tight. 
New shoes 


can be worn with as much ease as 
old ones if they are stuffed to the 
shape of the foot with cloth or paper 
and patiently sponged with hot water. 
Or if they pinch in some particular spot 
a cloth wet with hot water and laid 
across the place will cause immediate 
and lasting relief. 
Milk applied once a 


week with a soft cloth freshens and pre- 
serves boots and shoes.

Xo Foreign Power lias a Tess.l Equal 


to the Indiana. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 21.—The battleship 


Indiana arrived at Cramps' shipyard yes- 
terd.iy afternoon. Edwin S. Cramp, who 
had charge of the trip, said that tho 
Indiana averaged 13 knots an hour -from 
Boston to Delaware Breakwater, a dis- 
tuuce of 414 knots. This is almost equal 
to the time made by cruisers under ordi- 
nary draught, and is remarkably fast 
traveling, -when the fuct is considered that 
the Indiana is build for fighting, not for 
npeed. 


Captain Evans reiterated his former 


declaration that the Indiana is the finest 
ship of her class, being far ahead of any 
battleship attached to the navy of any 
foreign power. Ho says that on tho run 
back the engines were worked under 
forced draught for a while, and the patent 
log showed a speed of 16 3-10 knots an 
hour. It is expected the Indiana will be 
ready to go into commission after Nov. 1. 
Sha will then bo given her government 
trial. 


Official Speed Record.

on her trial trip last Friday, as reported to 
Secretary Herbert, shows the corrected
